AUDITOR’S REPORT

TO THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF NEW SHARON: 


Following instructions from your Selectmen, I have made an exam- 
ination of the accounts of your Town Officials for the Municipal Year 
ended February 15, 1947. 

This examination was made in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards applicable to the circumstances, and includes all 
procedures that I considered necessary. =i 

In my opinion, based upon such examination, the accompanying

TREASURER 
All receipts as issued by the Treasurer were checked in detail to 
the Treasurer’s Cash Account. All money received was promptly de- 
posited as summarized in Schedule 3. 


The Treasurer’s cash balance was reconciled with statement of | 


the Peoples National Bank of Farmington as of February 15, 1947, as 
shown in Schedule 1. The undeposited cash of $5.50 was verified. 

An examination of outstanding checks discloses that the check 
issued in 1944 for 75 cents is still outstanding. From information 
obtained, it would appear that the payee of this check is deceased, 
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and apparently check has been lost. It might be well to eliminate 
this check during the coming year by crediting the check back to 
Summer Roads Account. By reference to Schedule 2, it will be seen 
that with the exception mentioned above all bieanding Wakes are of 
recent date. 


Properly approved Warrants have been drawn to cover all dis- 
bursements made by the Treasurer, and are shown in detail against 
Appropriations in Exhibit C. 


Trust Funds in the eiistod's See trersntcr avers individually 
checked with the Savings Account Books, and detail will be found in 
Schedule 10. 


Temporary Loans amounting to $7,000.00 weré made during the 
year. These loans were all paid before the close of the year, and as 
far as could be ascertained there are no loans now outstanding. Paid 
notes were on file for verification. 


Payments received during the year on Tax Liens and Tax Deeds 
were found to have been applied against the proper items. It would 
appear that one deed has never been recorded. 


In my comments for the year ending February 20, 1946, I recom- 
mended that someone go to work on these Liens and Deeds to collect 
in as many as possible, and I would again strongly urge that this be 
done, as the Selectmen inform me that in their opinion collection can 
be made from various taxpayers upon whose property the town has 
acquired a lien.

Accounts Receivable in Schedule 9 certainly, demand attention in 
my comments, I have shown the detail of Accounts Receivable appear- 
ing in Balance Sheet of February 20, 1946, and have added thereto the 
new amounts for the year ending February 15, 1947. In going over 
these old Accounts Receivable it seemed to be the opinion of your 
Selectmen that many of them could be collected. Apparently failure 
to send invoices is responsiblé for some of these accounts not having 
been taken care of by the towns against which these items appear. 

Last year I recommended that these accounts be given prompt and 
proper attention. I am again urging that this be done. 

A number of years ago the town borrowed from the Ministerial 
and School Fund the sum of $6,225.00 which is shown as a liability on 
the Balance Sheet. Interest at the rate of 4°% has been paid on this 
amount to the Trustees. \ 


\ 
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Sale of Tax Acquired Property and Town Owned Property appar- 


ently has been properly handled. Gain on these transactions has been ~ 


credited to Net Debt. 
Individual payroll records for Withholding Tax purposes appear 
to be sufficient, and all taxes withheld have been paid according to law. 


' Proper reports have been filed with the Government, and W-2s were 


issued to all employees. - 

In checking with the Superintendent of Schools, I found a differ- 
ence of $600.00 between the amount of Appropriations as listed in the 
town records $3,100.00 and the amount given the Superintendent 
$3,700.00 by Town Clerk. A further check disclosed that the Assessors 
used $3,100.00 as the school appropriation in determining the tax rate. 


I have therefore used $3,100.00 in arriving at balance of School De- 


partment Account, as for auditing purposes the Town Clerk’s figures 
must be accepted as they appear in the sworn proceedings of town 
meeting. 


TAX COLLECTOR 

The 1946 Tax Commitment was found to be in agreement with 
the Valuation Book and with the Warrant to the Collector. For some 
years the arrangement with the Tax Collectors has been that they 
must settle with the town in full for all personal and poll taxes, or for 
any property tax for which a lien is not taken. Therefore, all taxes 
are accounted for by cash to the Treasurer, Discounts and Abatements 
treated as cash, and Tax Liens. 

Supplemental taxes were not properly committed but apparently 
have been properly accounted for by the Collector. Abatements were 
not signed, but oral confirmation to your Auditor has been given by 
your Selectmen. 

Excise Tax Collections were verified from copies of receipts. This 
amount has been applied to reduction of Town Debt. 


ASSESSORS 

While the Valuation book was found to be in agreement with the 
Tax Commitment and Warrant to the Collector, I would recommend 
that a more complete description be written in by the Assessors.

Report of Public Health Nurse 


NEW SHARON — 1946 


The past year has been a very encouraging one to your public 
health nurse. The organization of the New Sharon Health Council 
under the leadership of its president, Mrs. Evelyn Perkins, has been 
a most hopeful indication of an increase in community health conscious- 
ness. The Council promises to give momentum to all phases of. the - 
public health work in New heridg At the first meeting’ in August 
plans for organization were made and Mrs. Lucille Porter was appointed 
chairman of the Child Health Conference Committee. — 


This committee became active immediately and three very active 
and successful conferences were held during the summer. Transporta- 
tion was provided under the direction of Mrs. Celia Ames where it was 
necessary to get children into the conference. Thirty-two infants and 
pre-schools reeeived physical examinations at this time, 28 received 
innoculations against diphtheria and 20 for weenie cough, 25 were 
vaccinated against smallpox. 


In order to distribute more evenly the work of the public health 
nurse throughout the whole community it has been necessary to plan 
the school program with more care. Five conferences with the teachers 
during the school year are planned at which time health problems are 
referred and good health practices for the school children are discussed. 
Eleven home visits have been made where: indicated to advise, en- 
courage and help plan for necessary corrections and healthful living. 

The work with the expectant mothers, new mothers, infants and 
preschool children continues to be a challenging part of the work of 
your public health nurse. Twenty-one visits have been made to these 
groups. 


Crippled Childrens’ Clinics and pediatric diagnostic clinics are 
services available to any children needing such care when they are re- 
ferred by the family physician. Occasion has not been found to use 
them during this past year. 


Your nurse has been active in communicable disease control through 
the immunization clinics and tuberculosis testing programs in your 


school. These were carried on during the spring by your school 


physician. At this time 44 vaccinations were given and 47 children 
received immunizations against diphtheria. Alertness of all persons 
concerning early signs of disease and proper isolation techniques in 
their control are extremely important. 

The effectiveness of a community health program is shown in a 
large measure by the number of corrected defects. Your nurse has been 
encouraged by the fact that there has appeared to be an increase in 
vision, dental and tonsil corrections during the past year. 

‘It is hoped that another year will see New Sharon assume its right- 
ful place as a truly health conscious community. Through its Health 
Council it has taken a big step in that direction. 

I wish I could thank individually each person who has helped to 


_make this year one of growth.

The New Sharon High School opened its 1946-47 school year with 
an enrollment of 46. Its present membership is 41, attendance has been 
good, except for measles, but its tardiness record is poor. I would sug- 
gest that more of the high school use the school buses. 

When school opened, Mrs. Patricia Flagg served as assistant teacher. 
Then Miss Evelyn Merrill of Oldtown, a graduate of the University of 
Maine came to us. She is teaching English, French, and Civics. The 
principal is teaching beginning and advanced Algebra, Physics, Biology, 
Problems of Democracy and Business Training. ‘The last named has 
been succeeded in the second semester by Bookkeeping. A rotating 
schedule has been introduced. Daily activity periods provide for as- 
semblies, movies, athletics, class and special group meetings. 

Among the activities carried on this year are included a magazine 
campaign, social dances, senior play, March of Dimes campaign, and. 
of course basketball. In the latter we have had a fairly successful sea- 
son, winning seven out of twelve games played to date. We defeated 
Strong High School in a playoff game, which won for us the right to 
participate in the Franklin County Tournament. 

Mention should also be made of the school orchestra, which, 
though small, is doing very creditable work. An invitation is hereby 
extended to anyone in the town who plays an orchestral instrument to 
join the group. 

Instructional movies on many varied subjects a are enjoyed by both 
the High and Elementary schools every Friday afternoon. Invitation 
is also extended for anyone to attend these movies. 

Several activities, have been planned for the spring season. We 
hope to put out a yearbook, participate in a Junior Red Cross drive, 
have a prize speaking contest, and perhaps a minstrel show. 

In conclusion, may I express my deepest gratitude to Mr. deWever 
for all his help and encouragement since I took over the head of the 
school. Furthermore, Mrs. Dolphin joins me in expressing our appre- 
ciation to all the people of New Sharon who have made our first five 
months here very happy ones. We both hope the school will go forward 
in its task of serving the best interests of the youth of our community.

NEW HEALTH LAWS 

In compliance with the law enacted at the last session of the State 
Legislature pertaining to the examination of water used by schools for 
drinking and culinary purposes, samples were taken from the wells 
from which the New Sharon Village School gets its water and sub- 
mitted to the State Department of Health and Welfare for ee 
and bacteriological analysis. 

As required by law, the superintendent, all teachers, janitors, 
school lunch cooks and school bus drivers had a chest X-ray performed 
and interpreted for the purpose of learning if there were or were not 
significant evidence of tuberculosis among any persons having direct 
contact with the children. No such evidence was found. 


TEACHERS 

Because of the increased enrollment in the sub-primary, first and 
second grades, the superintending school committee thought it wise 
to re-arrange the groups in the first four rooms as follows: sub-primary 
and first grade; second and third grades; fourth and fifth grades; 
sixth and seventh grades; and then employ another teacher for grade 
eight who could also assist in the high school. 

The eighth grade was given a homeroom on the second floor and 
became a unit in a five-year high school. 

Miss Dorothy Kinney, a graduate of New Sharon High School in 
1945, and who has since Gone two years of work at the Farmington 
State Teachers’ College was hired to teach grades four and five. 

Miss Ethel Rhind of Belfast, Maine, who has done undergraduate 
work at the University of Maine; and who has taught several years in 
the high schools of Maine, last year at Stockton Springs, was hired to 
teach languages and history in the high school. 

Mrs. Gladys deWever of New Sharon, who has studied at Boston 
University, University of Maine, and graduated with a B.S. Degree 
from Farmington State Teachers’ College; and who for thirteen years 
was a critic teacher in the Wilbert G. Mallett Campus School of that 
college, was hired to teach grade eight, English I and Junior and 
Senior History in New Sharon High School.

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Report of High School Principal 


High School 
New Sharon, Maine 
February 10, 1948 


To: James deWever 
Supt. of Schools 


The last three »months of the 1946-47 school year saw several — 
notable achievements by the students at New Sharon High School. 
A yearbook THE SHARONIA, was published which attracted a great 
deal of favorable comment from many people. The annual prize 
speaking competition was held, and one student, Maryann Pluta, par- | 
ticipated in the district Spear Contest at Lewiston. Baseball was en- 
joyed, and a new backstop was erected in the school yard. A! very 
successful visiting day was held, with eighth grade students from sur- 
rounding towns as guests. Following graduation, the Senior Class 
took a four-day motor trip to Quebec, returning by way of the White 
Mountains. 


School reopened in the fall on the day after Labor Day with 
several changes in administration and personnel. It was decided to 
form a five-year high school by moving the eighth grade upstairs. Mrs. 
Gladys deWever was selected to teach this group, and also to teach 
American History and Freshman English. New Sharon is indeed 
fortunate in such a choice as Mrs. deWever brings to us a wealth of 
experience and a real devotion to teaching. Another new member of 
the faculty 1s Miss Ethel Rhind of Belfast, who is ably offering instruc- 
tion in Latin, French, English, and World History. The principal is. 
teaching General Science, Chemistry, Algebra, Geometry, and Book- 
keeping. 


With the moving of the eighth grade upstairs, it was found neces- 
sary to move the lunch facilities down stairs. A kitchen was fitted up 
off the gymnasium, and here Mrs. Fletcher and Mrs. Buchanan provide 
hot lunches at a very nominal cost to about 140 pupils daily. Tables 
were constructed hinged to the gym walls, so that they could be put 
up out of the way when the gym was in use. To finance the building 
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of these tables, the teachers held a very successful supper in the fall, 
and are planning to hold another in the spring to complete payment 
of this project. 


Four school dances have been held to date, and on December 5 
the Senior Class presented the play PEOPLE ARE FUNNY. On 
December’19 a Christmas Assembly was held, with appropriate exer- 
cises from all the grades in the school, and an impressive Christmas 
motion picture CHILD OF BETHLEHEM was shown. 


Basketball has claimed our attention since Christmas, and while 
we have won very few games, the spirit has been good. We are 
especially indebted to James Fitch, who has coached the boys’ team 
this year. 


The year is going rapidly and soon the remaining activities, prize 
speaking, publication of THE SHARONIA, baseball, and graduation 
~ will be upon us. We at the High School wish to thank the citizens of 
New Sharon for their support of the school. We are giving our best 
that your children may be lead into the paths of citizenship and abun- 
dant living that comes from true education.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


NEW SHARON — DECEMBER 1947 


Once again the time has come to review the public health nursing 
service for the town of New Sharon. Many are familiar with one 
phase or another of the service but few have an opportunity to see the 
entire over-all picture of a “ generalized ” service. 


» We should mention first the Health Council which acts as our 
coordinating body for all our community health efforts. Conferences 
have been held with various members of the Council to plan and assist 
in specific programs. The subjects of these conferences have been as 
follows: Child Health Conferences, Public Education programs, and 
plans for the operation of the Council itself. Health Council meetings 
have been held during the year at which time work has been planned 
for the coming months. Last April several members attended a District 
Health Council meeting in Rangeley. Our Council has held two public 
meetings during the year. 


Your Child Health Conference committee planned and assisted 
with three conferences during the summer months. At that time 26 
infants and preschool children were given complete physical examina- 
tions; these represented children from 16 families. Fifteen children 
received smallpox vaccinations and 16 children were immunized 
against diphtheria and 12 against whooping cough. 


Conferences have been held with your teachers and indicated home 
visits have been made. Through our parent-nurse-teacher cooperation 
much is being accomplished in the understanding of the child’s health 
needs. The audiometer test was given to 120 pupils with only 3 
hearing defects found. | 


Conferences have been held with your physicians regularly at which 
time the health of the individuals have been under discussion. Follow- 
ing these discussions, home visits have been made to expectant mothers, 
new mothers, infants, preschool, school and crippled children. Seven 
new babies have been visited at intervals throughout the year in an 
effort to lend guidance and encouragement in good health practices.

HEALTH 

Again this year, according to law, a sample of the water from the 
New Sharon School used for drinking and culinary purposes was sub- 
mitted to the State Department of Health and Welfare for chemical 
and bacteriological analysis. It has been reported satisfactory. 

In order to comply with the law, all teachers, janitors, school lunch 
cooks, bus drivers or any others who come in contact with the students 
must, every two years, submit to a chest X-ray. This examination will 
be required again during the year 1949. We will be fortunate to have 
access to the mobile unit used for this purpose on Friday, May 13, 
1949, at the Wilbert G. Mallett School, Farmington. . Teachers will 
be taken care of in the morning and all others in the afternoon of that 


day. 


TEACHERS 

About two years ago in School Union No. 40, which includes the 
towns of Mercer, Mount Vernon, New Sharon, Rome, Starks and 
Vienna a teachers’ association was organized, which is known as The 
Franklin, Kennebec, Somerset Teachers’ Association. This has proved 
to be a very worthwhile organization. The members meet in one of 
the towns on the third Thursday of each month. A supper is followed 
by a business meeting and program. 

The program this year has been planned to cover the fields of 
Arithmetic, Language, Social Studies, Spelling and Writing, Reading 
and Physical Education. Reports on modern methods, new teaching 
procedures or a demonstration of actual work with children by a teacher 
are given and then followed by a discussion and question period, in 
which all teachers participate, giving reports of results obtained and 
ideas from their own experience. This sharing of ideas and discussion 
of methods and procedures is being recommended by the leading edu- 
cators today; and the results are already showing in the classrooms.

Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Services 


NEW SHARON — 1948 


Public health nursing service to New Sharon was interrupted for 
a short time in the spring while your nurse attended school. During 
these months the Health Council remained active in the health interests 
of the community. 

All arrangements were made for the child health conferences to 
begin as soon as the nurse returned. These conferences were attended 
by a large group of mothers who brought their babies and their pre- 
school youngsters for physical examinations and inoculations. Many 
of the mothers took this opportunity to discuss with the doctor and the 
nurse their family health problems. An interesting and able group 
of women supplied the volunteer services at the conferences. 


Your nurse has visited the school and received the names of a num- 
ber of children needing vision corrections. She has attempted to talk 
with the parents of many of these children and help plan for these cor- 
rections. The interest and cooperation displayed by many of the 
parents has been gratifying and it is hoped that in the near future we 
may know that all the children have received the necessary care. 


The x-ray clinic was made available to the persons of your town 
who had been referred by their family physician. This has proven a 
valuable tool in the early diagnosis of tuberculosis making possible 
early treatment. 


The services of the special clinics of the State Bureau of Health 
have been made available to children of your town, and those of the 
Crippled Children’s Clinic and of the Cardiac Clinic have been of much 
value. 


As another year comes into view there is work which will be ac- 
complished by the combined efforts of the Health Council, representing 
the community, and the publich health nursing service supplied by the 
State Bureau of Health at the request of the town. 
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I wish to express my sincere appreciation for the interest and co- 
operation which IJ have always received in working with the people of 
New Sharon. |

At the time of making my examination, the 
1935 A. P. Richards lien, in the amount of $84.00 was apparently mis- 
filed inasmuch as it was not available for my examination. There were 


no collections made on these liens during the year 1947-1948. 


Tax Deeds were examined by me except for the 1925 George F. 
Dyer deed in the amount of $14.90 which was apparently misfiled in- 
asmuch as it was not available for my examination. It appears that 
several of the Tax Deeds have never been recorded. Tax Deeds not 
recorded are so identified in Schedule 6 of this report. During the year 
no collections were made on outstanding Tax Deeds. 

The Reserve for Losses on Tax Liens and Deeds appears to be 
sufficient to cover any losses, however I would suggest that an attempt 
be made to collect these accounts inasmuch as no collections were made 
during the past year. 


Accounts Receivable are shown in detail on Schedule 9. It appears 
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that several of the older accounts have not been paid due to the failure 
to send invoices. The Reserve for Losses appears to be sufficient to 
cover all probable losses on these accounts. 

Trust Funds in the custody of the Treasurer were individually 
checked against Savings Account Books and detail is shown in Schedule 
10. 

Notes Payable amounting to $6,225.00 were confirmed by verifica- 
tion with the holder of the notes. Interest at the rate of 4°/ has been 
paid on this amount to the Trustees. 

The records of amounts withheld from employees have been ex- 
amined and the liability as shown under Accounts Payable is believed 
to be correct. 

Sale of Tax Acquired Property appears to have been properly 
handled and losses on this type of transaction have been charged to 


Net Debt. 


PAX COLLECTOR 

The 1947 Tax Commitment was found to be in agreement with 
the Valuation Book and with the Warrant to the Collector. “For some ‘ 
years the arrangement with the Tax Collectors has been that they settle 
with the town in full for all personal and poll taxes or for any property 
tax for which a lien is not taken. All taxes were found to be accounted 
for by cash to the Treasurer, Discounts and Abatements treated as cash 
and Tax Liens. 

Supplemental taxes were not properly committed but appear to 
have been properly accounted for by the Collector. 

Excise Tax Collections were verified from copies of receipts and 
have been applied to reduce the Town Debt. 


GENERAL 

The records of the Town Clerk were examined and found to be 
ina satisfactory condition. 

The Net Deficit as of February 10, 1948 amounting to $4,924.84 
as compared to a New Deficit of $2,257.63 on February 15, 1947. Ex- 
hibit D reflects changes in this account during the year. 

No external verification of accounts was made except those as 
mentioned in these comments.

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COMMENTS 


Re: Audit of Accounts— Town of New Sharon 
February 10, 1948 to February 5, 1949 


CASH 


All receipts issued were checked and as far as could be determined 
from this examination, all monies had been accounted for. 
The check book balance was reconciled with the bank statement 


and this balance plus cash on hand agreed with Treasurer’s cash 
balance at close of books. See Schedule A-l1. 


All disbursements were made by check from authorized warrants. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


It is questioned as whether all items which make up this account 
are collectible. However, there is a Reserve for Losses set up that 
would appear to be sufficient to cover probable losses. 


There were no new accounts receivable created this year. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


There was a mathematical error of $100.00 in totalling the personal 
property valuation. With a tax rate of 77 mills, this error resulted in 
$7.70 overcharged to the Collector. In addition, an overage of $.42 was 
found in totalling items in Collector’s handbook. See Exhibit C for 
full details. 


Allowing for the forementioned errors, the Tax Collector accounted 
for the commitment and supplemental taxes in full. 


TAX LIENS 


All transactions in the tax lien accounts were checked and liens 
remaining unredeemed were listed. The 1935 lien for A. P. Richards 
was apparently mishled and was not available for inspection. 


TAX DEEDS 


Several of the tax deeds have not been recorded. In Schedule A-7 
these are so indicated. The Reserve for Losses on tax liens and tax 
deeds appears to be sufficient to cover losses likely to occur. 

The 1925 tax deed for George F. Dyer has apparently been mis- 
filed and is not available for inspection. 
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During this year, total payment amounting to $86.19, was made 
on all F. B. Robie deeds. See Schedule A-5. 


TAX ACQUIRED AND TOWN OWNED PROPERTY 
No changes occurred in these accounts during the fiscal year. 


For detail see Schedules A-8 and A-9. 
TRUST FUNDS 


The trust fund investments were examined and listed. All income 
from the investments was expended in accordance with the terms of 
the trusts. 


Two new trust funds were created during the year. For details 
see Schedule A-10. 


NOTES PAYABLE 

The ministerial and school fund was verified; on this the Town 
pays 4°% interest. 

During the year, two new notes payable were created, both author- 
ized by vote of the town, and held by the Peoples National Bank of 
Farmington, Me. These consisted of $1,200.00 for the fire department 
_and $1,439.00 for reconstruction of Whittier Bridge. (Both notes are 
3°% — Demand.) 


BOCOUNTS PAYABLE 

Payroll records of the Treasurer show amounts due on withholding 
tax and Maine Teachers’ Retirement, as shown in Exhibit A. 

$25.00 was paid on funds due the Health Nurse, leaving an unpaid 
balance amounting to $50.00 at the close of the year. 


NET DEBT 

The net increase in debt amounting to $2,324.84 reflects the two 
new liabilities created during the year. Excepting the new notes, the 
operations for the year would have brought a slight reduction of the 
net deficit. 


GENERAL 

The excise taxes were checked and corresponded with amounts 
received by treasurer. 

Tax discounts and abatements were not handled as actual cash 
transactions but were carried on cash receipts and warrants without 
checks being issued for same. 


Check No. 2439 from the fiscal year of 1944, amounting to $.75

has been cancelled and credited back to Summer Roads and Bridges. 
The 1947 balance forward in the High School account is $.60 over 
amount shown by Superintendent of Schools, as compared to audit of 
that year. 
The tax collector and treasurer both furnished corporate surety

EQUALIZATION 

In December 1950, the Town of New Sharon will receive from the 
State Equalization Fund the amount of $1,034. This is because the 
law states that the school tax for a town must be above average for the 
State if the town is to receive equalization; and the school rate of the 
several towns for school maintenance is .02549. 

Our school tax rate of .03179 is arrived at by dividing our local 
school maintenance appropriation, which is $11,700 by the State 
valuation of the town, which is $368,000. 


HEALTH 
A sample of the water from the Hood Creamery, which is now 
being used at the New Sharon school was submitted to the State 
Department of Health and Welfare for chemical and bacteriological 
analysis. It has been reported satisfactory. 


TEACHERS 

Our teaching staff in the elementary school is the same as last 
year. The secondary teachers will be included in the principal’s report. 

On Sept. 6 the schools of New Sharon opened with Mrs. Thompson 
teaching the Sub-Primary and Grade 1 in the Methodist Church vestry; 
Mrs. Hoxie teaching Grades 2 and 3 in the Congregational vestry; Mrs. 
Redlevske teaching Grades 4 and 5, and Mrs. Campbell teaching Grades 
6 and 7 in the Masonic Building. The high school was located in the 
Grange Hall. 


THE NEW SCHOOL 

When our school building and all its contents, including all school 
records not only for New Sharon, but for Mercer, Mount Vernon, 
Rome, Starks and Vienna, were completely destroyed by fire Monday, 
June 13th, the outlook was dark. We had $15,000 insurance with a 
possible $10,000 more to be borrowed with which to rebuild. 

After the members of New Sharon Grange cleared away the 
debris, we looked over our assets. We knew we had to build an 
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elementary school, but the chances of a new high school seemed few. 
At a special town meeting it was voted to rebuild both the elementary 
and secondary schools. The fund raising campaign began that evening 
with citizens giving their personal pledges, and it is still being carried 
on. The results to date will be found elsewhere in this town report. 


The new building made of cement blocks containing eight 
classrooms, office, teachers’ room, toilets, kitchen, gymnasium and 
boiler-room is not yet completed but can be occupied. Classes will be 
held there after the mid-winter vacation. This will be warmer, lighter 
and more healthful than the temporary quarters. 


The textbooks necessary for the grades and high school since the 
beginning of school in September have been purchased with 
appropriations and balances of 1949. I contacted all publishing houses, 
told of our disaster and asked what they would do to help. After 
getting their replies, we purchased only from those who gave us a 
sizable fire discount. This allowed us to keep within our resources. 

The supplies and equipment which were absolutely necessary for the 
temporary quarters were planned so as to be used there and later 
transferred as permanent equipment in the new building, thereby 
avoiding any loss. 


I wish to express my personal thanks to the teachers who have 
worked diligently in school and out, to the townpeople and friends 
who, too, have worked hard and helped in many ways to make this 
fine school possible for the children. It is those who are in school 
today and those who will follow after for whom we have worked and 
planned; and while it is and may be hard for a while, we know there 
is no greater investment we can make than in the youth of our town. 
They will be the men and women of tomorrow, meeting what problems 
we do not know, and needing all the educational opportunities we can 
afford to give them now.

On September 6th the fall term opened for New Sharon High 
School on the lower floor of the Grange Hall, with the dining room 
used as the main hall and the kitchen and juvenile room as additional 
recitation rooms. 

Mrs. Benjamin Gross, the former Miss Ethel Rhind, of Belfast 
returned to teach the languages courses. Mr. Dale Welch of Corinna, 
a graduate of Bowdoin College 1949, was secured to teach the courses 
in Science and high school mathematics. The principal teaches all 
classes in Social Studies, Reading and Arithmetic.

While conducting school in the Grange Hall was not an ideal 
school situation, nevertheless, we were very grateful for the privilege of 
using it, and planned our procedures to bring about the best results 
possible under the circumstances. The program of instruction has been 
the same as far as possible. Of course we were handicapped somewhat 
by the lack of maps, scientific equipment and reference material. 

Friends far and near have been very kind to us. Each day at our 
opening exercises we are happy to use a Bible given to us by the Ladies 
Circle of the Federated Church. These exercises are on a voluntary 
basis, different students offering to conduct them each day. 

Much valuable material was given to us by the Town of Flagstaff. 
This included physical and chemical equipment, many valuable books, 
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used desks and tables, bookshelves, a duplicating Hehe and_ basket- 
ball backboards, among other things. 

Books have also been given the school by Dr. & Mrs. A. L. Fitch, 
Rey. Earl Dolphin and family, and Mr. & Mrs. Harley Bean. Mr. & 
Mrs. Bean also loaned the flag which flew each fair day at the Grange 
Hall. 

A large new Webster’s international unabridged dictionary was 
given to us by G. & C. Merriam Co., Springfield, Mass. 

Mr. & Mrs. Alton Turner of Starks gave us a piano. We appreciate 
very much their interest in our school. However, when a tuner 
examined the piano, he told us the cost of repair would be at least $20; 
and he advised against putting this amount of money into it, as he 
felt, due to certain conditions, it would only stay in adjustment a very 
short time. 

We had the opportunity to buy a used movie-sound projector on 
very reasonable terms to replace the one which was destroyed. We are 
trying to do this. Most of the children are trying to earn ten cents a 
week toward this as their part. We have had, and will have each 
week, some very good educational films, which are free to us except for 
transportation charges. Some of the recent films were THREE TO 
SERVE, a story of the activities of school children, which showed on 
their level, how capital, management and labor must work together; 
another showed how the Boston Globe gathers its news and publishes a 
paper; another BEHIND YOUR RADIO DIAL showed the various 
activities which must take place before we can enjoy radio and television. 
THE COW ANDI was our latest film. It gave the story of milk from 
the producer to the city consumer. 

As in the past two years, the social studies classes have invited guest 
speakers for general assemblies. Dr. A. L. Fitch brought to us again 
this year a very inspiring message on the importance of being able to 
THINK. Richard Sawyer at another assembly told the school of his 
experiences as a prisoner of war in Germany, making us realize how 
much we are indebted to those men who gave so much that we may 
enjoy the privileges of our own free country. 

Our Christmas program, which I felt was outstanding was prepared 
by a committee headed by Joanne Brann and Travis Dyke. It was in 
two parts. For the first, or sacred part, the students arranged a manger 
scene on the stage. The gifts brought for exchange later were placed 
on the floor in front, as if they were gifts for the Christ Child. Silent 
Night, Hark the Herald Angels Sing and other Christmas hymns were 
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sung. Rev. Chester Duncan brought the Christmas message, “The 
Spirit of Christmas” to the school. Mrs. Ella Tabbutt of Farmington 
told of her journey to Bethlehem and of visiting the spot where Christ 
was supposed to have been born. For the second part the scene was 
changed. The gifts were distributed. An original skit “Santa at 
Freeze’s” was given by Donald Hoxie, Ralph Reynolds, Douglas 
Reynolds and Ernest Gosselin. Jingle Bells and modern Christmas 
songs were sung; and ice cream and cake from the faculty were served 
by the committee. 

The athletic program has gone along well under the direction of 
Mr. Welch, who is an athlete and much interested in developing a 
sports program in the high school. In the fall he developed a very 
good cross country team, which won several meets. During the winter 
both boys and girls have been out for basketball, practicing and playing 
their games in the Alumni Gymnasium at Farmington State Teachers’ 
College. 

To those who may have wondered why we didn’t drop basketball 
this year, I would explain that we are one of the schools which may 
participate in the North Franklin County League and share equally 
with eight other schools in the net proceeds of the tournament. It 
seemed wise to hold our place in the league and share the profits, 
which are greatly needed to replace athletic equipment completely 
destroyed in the fire and to pay other expenses of an athletic program. 
Maybe we have had few winning scores to our credit; but what is much 
more important, the students have not only been given a good 
foundation in the fundamentals of basketball but they have also been 
given excellent training in good sportsmanship and fair play. Mr. 
Welch deserves much credit for his work with the students. We wish 
also, to thank Miss Margaret Fletcher who assisted him with the girls. 

Considering the fact that the cost of financing the yearbook 
SHARONIA is met largely by advertisements purchased by merchants, 
most of them from Farmington; and because the merchants there have 
already contributed generously to the High School Building Fund, it 
seemed unwise to attempt to publish the yearbook this year. At this 
writing, the students are contemplating issuing a monthly bulletin, 
which they can mimeograph at very little expense themselves. 

On March 2nd the Senior Class will present a play GOODNESS 
GRACIOUS GRANDMA! At that time the high school orchestra 
will play. This orchestra has been developed under the direction of 
Rev. Chester Duncan. He has come regularly each week to the school 
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for rehearsals and has done excellent work with the students, for which 
we extend our thanks. 

The preliminaries for the Junior-Sophomore Speaking Contest have 
been held and eleven chosen to complete in the finals to be held at a 
later date. The students presented a varied and interesting program, 
which spoke well of the instruction given them by Mrs. Gross. The 
judges were Mrs. Clifford Bailey, Mrs. Leland Buzzell, and Mrs. Glenn 
Fitch. 

On Friday, Feb. 17th all the high school equipment at the Grange 
Hall was packed and moved to the new building by the students under 
the direction of the faculty. The hall, both upstairs and down, was 
swept, all painted surfaces downstairs washed and as thoroughly 
cleaned as could be at this time of year. We tried to leave the hall in 
as good condition as we found it. With the exception of the chairs, 
which we repaired from time to time, I believe this to be true. To 
the Grangers for all of us I say, “Thank you for your kindness to us.” 


On the whole I feel the students have done exceptionally well. 
We have asked for scholarship equal to their ability and behavior 
becoming high school students; and most students have been very 
co-operative. 

As we begin our work in the new building it is with a realization 
of the responsibility we must share for the privileges given us, and 
with a deep appreciation for all the citizens of New Sharon and their 
friends have done, to make a high school possible; and we hope by the 
standards we maintain, we will prove we are worthy of their efforts.

Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Services 


NEW SHARON — 1949 


Since July, New Sharon has had the regular services of a Public 
Health Nurse. Cooperating with your local physician, Dr. Floyd, her 
first project, undertaken with the assistance of the Health Council, was a 
series of three Child Health Conferences. In this way your, nurse has 
become fairly well acquainted with the mothers in New Sharon. 


At these Child Health Conferences there was a total attendance of 
45, representing about 20 children. These children were given physical 
examinations and were immunized against smallpox, diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus. 


Home visits have been made to many homes where there are chil- 
dren both of school age and preschool age. The nurse has offered her 
help to the mothers of these children by answering their questions about 
child growth and development, weighing babies, suggesting methods of 
care and showing them community resources whenever indicated. She 
has also visited the homes of expectant mothers, crippled children and 
adults. 


Each teacher and class room has also been visited. By discussing 
with the teacher her school health problems, satisfactory measures have 
been devised whereby some of the temporary problems have been eased. 
Your nurse has also been able to suggest resources which the teacher 
might use for teaching materials. 


To date, work with the Health Council has been limited. Your 
nurse has felt that all the community effort was needed to build your 
new school. As this project nears completion the time is ripe for the 
Health Council to become re-activated. Your efforts to build a new 
school have indicated your interest in your children. A healthy, physical 
environment is only a part of the total responsibility. Children need 
frequent and complete physical examinations to assure that each child’s 
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body is in the best possible condition to secure maximum benefit from 
his education. An adequate school physical examination program might 
be a good project for the Health Council to sponsor with the assistance 
of your local doctor. 


Your nurse appreciates the warm welcome she has felt in New 
Sharon. She is looking forward to closer cooperation with the Health 
Council and with all interested citizens in the year ahead.

February 6, 1949 to February 4, 1950 


CASH 


All receipts issued were checked and as far as could be determined 
from this examination, all monies had been accounted for. 

The checkbook balance reconciled with the bank statement, except 
for an overage of $1.50 in the bank, this plus cash on hand agreed with 
the Treasurer’s cash balance at the close of the books. See Schedule A-1. 

All disbursements were made by check from properly authorized 
warrants. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


It is questioned as to whether all items which make up this account 
are collectible. However, there is a Reserve for Losses set up that would 
appear to be sufficient to cover probable losses. 

There were no new accounts created this year 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The commitment and supplemental taxes were accounted for by 
cash collections, abatements, discounts, and liens. The detail in the com- 
mitment book was short $3.00 of the Warrant of Commitment. The 
Collector accounted for the amount stated in the Warrant of Commit- 
ment, thus overpaying the total of the detail by $3.00...'This was set a 
as an Account Payable en advice of the Assessors. 


TAX LIENS 


All transactions in the tax lien accounts were checked and liens re- 
maining unredeemed were listed. The 1935 lien for A. P. Richards was 
apparently misfiled and was not available for audit. 


TAX DEEDS 


Several of the tax deeds have not been recorded. In Schedule A-8 
these are so indicated. The Reserve for Losses on tax liens and tax 
deeds appears to be sufficient to cover losses likely to occur. The 1925 
tax deed for George F. Dyer has apparently been misfiled and was not 
available for audit. During this year no payments were made.

TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 

The Bailey property was sold for $426.00 making a profit of $26.00 
which was applied to the Net Debt. Remaining property is listed in 
Schedule A-9. 


TOWN OWNED PROPERTY 
No change occurred in this account. See Schedule A-10. 


TRUST FUNDS 

The trust fund investments were examined and listed. All income 
from the investments was expended in accordance with the terms of 
the trust. Two new trust funds were created during the year. See 


Schedule A-11. 


NOTES -PAYABLE 

The ministerial and school fund was verified; on this the town pays 
a wilitcrest. 

During the year the 3% demand loan of $1,439.00 was paid by 
appropriation. This left one demand note for $1,200.00. 

Later, by vote of the town at a special town meeting, a new note 
for $10,000.00 was incurred for the building of the new School Build- 
ing. Both notes are held by the Peoples National Bank, Farmington, 
Maine. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 
Consisting in part of the balances due on W|H Tax and M.T.R.A. 
Unpaid balance of $50.00 due Health Nurse remained unpaid. One 


new account created, due tax collector on overpayment. 


NET DEBT 

There was a net increase in this account of $7,839.94 mainly due to 
the incurring of the $10,000.00 note for building new school house. The 
NET DEBT at the close of the books was $15,089.62. 7 


GENERAL 

Excise taxes were checked and payments appeared to be in order. 

Tax discounts and abatements were not handled as actual cash 
transactions but were carried on cash receipts and warrants, without 
checks being issued for same. 

School balances reconciled with the Sanetinrendent s records. 
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Tax Collector and Treasurer both furnished corporate surety bonds. 


Vouchers and payrolls were test checked and as far as could be 
ascertained, all appeared to be proper charges and correctly recorded. 


During the 1949 fiscal year the school house burned. By vote at a 
special town meeting, the selectmen were authorized to borrow 
$10,000.00 towards the building of a new school house. A special com- 
mittee was appointed to supervise this School Building Fund and the 
Town Treasurer was authorized to set up a separate checking account 
for same. In Schedule A-3 appears a reconciliation of this account. 
Cash Receipts and Expenditures were checked, insofar as the scope of 
this examination permitted all transactions seemed to be in order.
